THE BACK PAY C'HABttE. 


The back pay charge against Hon. 


James A. Garfield has no foundation 
in fact. He voted against tht bill both 
in discussion and m the conference 
committee, and fought it at every step, 
but when it was tacked on as an ainend- 


. ment to the legislative, executive and 


judicial appropriation bill, he voted for 
the -whole bill as chairman «f the ap- 
propriation counmitcee, teingin charge 
of it himself. In a speech in the House 
December !», 1873, speaking on this sub- 
ject, Mr. Wilson, of Indiana, said; 


"It matters not how many years of 


faithful service has been devoted to the 
country, nor how exalted n character 
for integrity has been bnilded up, this 
one act has been deemed an unpardon- 
able crime. My distinguished friend 
i'roin Ohio (Mr. Garfield), who strug- 
gled against it until in a conference re- 
port, which he had resisted to tbo last, 
it was brought before the House at- 
tached to one of the most important ap- 
propriation bills, and then, as all of us 
who are familiar with these facts most 
confidently believe, (and it is but just- 
ice to him to suy so heie,) voted lor it 
in the conscientious discharge of his 
duty to his country, has lured no better 
than any one else." 


The record shows that Mr. Garfield 


uever took his two year's back pay, 
though of course he accepted the in- 
creased salary, as did every other mem- 
ber of Congress. Speaking in reply to 
Alexander Stephens, who. advocated 
still higher salaries,, Mr. Garfield said: 


"One of the brightest aud greatest 


men I know in this nation, a man who, 
perhaps, has done fu much for its intel- 
lectual life as any other, told c-.e not 
many months ago that he had made it 
the rule of his life to abandon any in- 
tellectual pursuit the moment it became 
commercially valuable; that others would 
utilize what he had discovered; that his 
field of work was above the line of com- 
tuoroial values, and when he brought 
down the great truths of science from 
the upper heights to the level of com- 
mercial value, a thousand hands would 
be,ready to take them and make them 
valuable in the markets of the world." 


A voice—"Who was he?" 
"It was Agassiz. He entered upon 


his great career, not for the salary it 
gave him, for that WHS meagre compar- 
ed with the pay of those in the lower 
walks of hie; but 
he followed the 


promptings of his great nature and 
worked for the love ol troth and for the 
instruction of mankind. Something ol 
this> spirit has pervaded the lives ot the 
great men who did so much to build up 
and maintain our Republican institu- 
tions. And this spirit is m my jndg- 
ineut, higher and worthier tlian that 
which tne gentleman from Georgia (Mr. 
Stephens) has described. To 
oome 


immediately to the question before us, 
I join in no diminutions agumst those 
who used their right to vote and act dif- 
ferently from myself on this subject. 
But when the public says to me, and to 
those associated with me, thul we have, 
under constitutional law, given oar- 
selves more pay than that public is 
willing to grant us, it would be indeli- 
cate, and indecent in us on such a ques- 
tion to resist that public opinion." 


The intelligent 
reader will judge 


whether Mr. Garfield in this speech ex- 
hibited the spirit of a salary-grabber, or 
a sordid politician. 
He spoke simply 


•>s he has acted all his life through. He 
uas not been a money-maker. Spite of 
his great ability as a lawyer and a liter- 
ary man he is one of the poorest public 
men in the nation, and at the same time 
one of the purest, modt frugal, temper- 
ate and industrious. The Democracy 
have no hold upon General Garfield, 
and there is no blemish in his record 
which can destroy the faith and affec- 
tion o'i the American people. 
The De- 


mocracy does not hesitate to manufac- 
ture and retail lies, but this is to be ex- 
pected in regard to a man whom they 
fear as they do General Garfield.

When Meade submitted to the discretion 
of Hancock, whether the decisive battle 
betwaen the armies of the Potomac and 
Northern Virginia should be fought at 
Gettysburg, his fine soldier's eye told 
him at a glance, where the immortal 
line of battle should be drawn; but in 
the field to which he has now been sum' 
moned he would have to trust to the 
judgment of those who have had another 
sort of education. 
There is no more 


brilliant military record than that of 
Hancock, but it touches the civil policy 
only at a single point, the significance 
of -which has had an exaggerated pre- 
sentation and illustrates, perhaps, the 
General's social susceptibility more than 
his scruples under the Constitution. 
We have said that the nomination of 
Hancock was a strong one. How 
strong, is that he carries the solid 
South. That is his strength; bnt it is 
n')t personal to Hancock. Hancock's 
personal popularity will make the con 
test in Pennsylvania interesting, and 
may aid the re-electioa of Senator Wai 
lace, but the ancient St*te that exacts 
eternal protection cannot be carried 
upon such a platform without treachery 
in high places. Neither Ohio nor Illi- 
nois is a doubtful State. New York lint 
Indiana are.

day afternoon, on petition of the San 
Francisco Board of the City Hall Com- 
missioners, issued a writ of mandate 
commanding the Board of Supervisors 
to raise the tax levy for the completion 
of the City Hall to fifteen cents in lieu 
of one cent. The Boad of Supervisors, 
in conformity with the writ, made the 
requisite changes. This raises the tax 
levy for the city and county to $157 
against $1 37 last year, and this on a 
largely increased valuation. The Board 
also passed to print an order fixing the 
gas rate at $2 70.

The methods of finding the distances 


of the stars, or stellar parallax, is one 
of the interesting problems of modern 
astronomy. In the days of old the stars 
were supposed to hold the same position 
in regard to each other from age to age, 
and were therefore called fixed stars, to 
distinguish them from planets. 
Noth- 


ing could be further from the truth. 
The tesescope shows that the stars are 
in constant motion, but that the rate of 
motion is so slow that thousands of 
years must elapse before the eye can 
perceive any change. 
Some stars are 


coming toward us and others ore reced- 
ing from us. The sun, which is only

This 
has a parallax of nine-tenths of a second 
and is twice as near as any other star. 
Its distance is computed at more than 
200,000 times our distance from the sun, 
or nearly 20.000,000 of miles. 
If such 


be tbe inconceivable distance separating 
us from the nearest .star; what idea cap 
the infinite mind form of the immensity 
of space intervening between us and the 
more remote?
